THE SEA-BIRD DISASTER.

—_—
Recovery of ths Hemsiima of Ome of the
Viotimme,

The Chicago Tribune of Aug, 7 says:—

The remuins of & woman, supposed Lo have
been one of the vietims of the tersible Sea Bird
catastropbe, were found at 7 o'clock, yesterday
morning. outside the break water, at the fuot of
Randolph street. A hoy, while hathing n the
lake, tivst discovered the corpse floating 1n the
walter, and notitied Officer Clark wh secored it
by & rope. The Coroner aherwards bad the
body removed to the dend house, where he
minutely exumined it, It was almost entirely
nude, the remmnants of 8 chemise and a
figured alpaca dress only clinging to the shonl-
ders and waist. From appearances it seemed to
have been in the water for some months, which
gives rise to the behiel that deoea-ed  was
on board the il fated vessel, aod met
her death at the time of the calamity, The feet
and hands were nearly goue, having been food
for fishes, and the hair, o1 o durk brown tinee,
wus also partly pone. The boay was greatly
swollen, and the [eatures were so blackened
and otherwise distigured a4 to renaer immediate
jdentification by wesue of deseriplion almost an
imposeibility. A gold-plated ring, with corru-

ated top or cap, was taken from the tomih
guaer of her lett Land, snd attached to her
dress was found part of nsmall round brea-t-
pin with gold binding and imutaton jet back-
ground. Deceased was probubly lorty years of
sge, a8 vear a8 could be judeed. The remaius
will be retained by the Coroner until friends or
relatives shall call and idenafy thom,

The propeller G. J. Truesdell, on iast Sunday,
went Lo the scene of dissster, off Waukegan.
Boundings were made, and 1he vessel was dis-
covered wioere she bad sunk., A diver went
down, and discovered the safe, which was taken
upon deck and oprned.

THE CATITLE PLAGUL,
The Pestilemecs Im Pittsburg and Alle-

fheowsy.

The Pitisburg Commeroial of Saturday says:—

In this city prompt and efficient means were
taken to dspaich the diseased animals as soon
s the symptoms were sufficiently developed,
and si80 1o prevent the epread of the coniaglon
to other herds, Yesterday Mr. Hosack, the
Meat Inepector, visited ine Stock Yaros at
East Liberty, and killed the remaloder ol the
eixhteen car-loads which bad become diseascd,
Thirty-eight head were killed yesterday, and
last evening the yards were entirely cleured
and repovated. Oce bundred aond lorly heusd
were shipped East to Communipaw, near Jersey
City, 10 & grease and bone boier ai that place,
who paid B38 per head, while the price paid
here was only $8 per head. These were shippad
in sepurate curs, sud the cars will not be used
agsin for shipping catile unul thorouebly reno-
vated, and nuotil s suflicient time has elapsed to
warrant \heir safe vse lor that purpose,  Of the
entire lot of eighieen cars, Mr. Horst owned
forty-one head, of which eleven died, and one

ratification meeting and torchlight procession
on Thureday night, Some of the young
men prepaled an efligy of General Grant, &
curicatore which was vesy trueto uature, inas.
much a8 the great butcher was represented
with o loug cigar in his mouth and a b.btle
of whisky in his haud. Hearing of this cari-
oature, thal officlous sud impertinent satrap,
Colonei Bddle, wrote a note to the Hon, John
D. Freeman, forbidding the exhitition of the
caricnture referred to, because Grant 18 the
General-in Chief of the Army of the United
States, In deterence to the winhes of this super-
gepsitive shouldersirap wearer, the effley wus
chunged to represent Beast Butler, and a stolen
